RUSSO-NAZI FIGHT 
HAMPERED BY SNOW 


Reds. Ho wev er« Say Their 
Tro o ps Are Still 
Pushing Ahead 


(By Associated Brass) 
MOSCOW, Dec. 8.—Heav y snows 
along the Russian front, coupled 
with fierce German counter-at­ 
tacks, hampered offensiv e opera­ 
tions of the Red army today but 
Sov iet authorities said their troops 
still pushed ahead in slow-going 
smashes at German fortification 
and communications. 
The Germans were reported tak­ 
ing adv antage of the weather- 
slowed operations by throwing up 
defense works east of the fortified 
points of Vertiachy and Peskov ata, 
on the eastern bank of the Don. 
The Sov iet noon 
communiq ue 
spoke 
of 
numerous 
O e r n a n 
counter-attacks in the Stalingrad 
area and around Rahev , but listed 
more than 3,000 Germans killed In 
fierce engagements. 
"In no sector did the enemy suc­ 
ceed in regaining po sitio ns he had 
lost or in improv ing his po sitio n in 
any way," the communiq ue stated. 
More than 800 . Germans 
were 
killed on sectors o f the Stalingrad 
area, the communiq ue said, 
and 
nearly 2,000 were listed killed 
on 
the central front west of Moscow. 
An air battle In the Caucasus 
resulted In the loss of 11 German 
planes and damage to three while 
land actions brought tfoe slaying 
of 6 03 of the enamy, the Boon com­ 
muniq ue said. 
One dispatch from the central 
f:ont said that the roads were lined 
with German bodies. 
The bitter fighting went on un­ 
slackened in this area, dispatches 
said. West of Rzhev , one German 
unit was reported beaten off after 
nine counter-attacks.

The Falcons, unable to schedule 
a representative slate of league op­ 
ponents, quit the 40-year-old loop 
Saturday 
night. 
The 
Bee-Gees 
played only three conference foes 
in football last fall, and had only 
one conference tilt scheduled for 
next year. 
Plan Cancellations 
Twelve of the 22 games on this 
winter’s 
bask etball 
slate 
were 
against conference foes, but at least 
one athletic director plans to cancel 
the 
date 
following 
the 
Falcon 
resignation. 
W. 
Harold 
Anderson, 
acting 
athletic director at Bowling Green, 
said a dozen conference schools had 
declined to play the Falcons in 
football next year, many of them 
declaring “You are 
out 
of 
our 
class.” 
“There’s no use 
belonging to a 
conference if you 
can’t 
get any 
games,” Anderson said. “The con­ 
ference regulations declare that in 
mak ing up the schedules for the 
various sports, the managers are 
to give preference to other confer­ 
ence colleges,’ but it appears the 
members don’t care to live up 
to 
that. 
“Although the conference recog­ 
nizes no champion in football or 
bask etball, you can bet the coaches 
are the first ones to grab the Mon­ 
day morning newspapers to look at 
the standings. I’ve been told that 
we could schedule more conference 
teams if we were not a member of 
the league.” 
Teams Quit in ’30s 
Back in 19 34 
Hiram 
withdrew 
from the conference so it could use 
freshmen on its athletic teams—a 
privilege granted all loop schools 
for the war’s duration. Dayton and 
Xavier also quit that year to be­ 
come members of the now defunct 
Buck eye league. In 19 28 Denison, 
Wittenberg. 
Cincinnati, 
Miami, 
Ohio university and Ohio Wesleyan 
resigned from the Ohio to form the 
Buck eye, but Denison came back 
in M33 and W ittenberg in 19 34. In 
19 37 Ak ron was expelled for alleged 
use of ineligible players, despite a 
st: enuous defense by Dean F E 
Ayer of Ak ron, who had served as 
president of the loop from 1931 to 
19 33. 
There's a good chance that a new 
conference might be formed by the 
four 
state 
universities. 
Bowling 
Green, Kent State. Ohio university 
and Miami, along with a couple of 
others selected from 
such 
non­ 
league schools as Ak ron, Dayton. 
Ohio Wesleyan and Western Re­ 
serve. Toledo, too, might be in­ 
terested. 
Only 
Kent 
State 
and 
Toledo of that group are members 
of the Ohio league, 
and 
Toledo 
plays few conference opponents.
